And believed that anything that 
would keep’ the mind of a patient 
free from unpleasant subjects, was 
better than confinement. He 
thought the patient should be al- 
lowed every liberty compatible with 
safety, and thought more freedom 
should be accorded them. He 
read from several medical works to 
show that that method of treat- 
ment had been followed by 
j}better results than any other. 
Mr. Deal asked him if he thought 
Dr. Bishop could with safety pursue 
any course other than that followed 
by him with the money the State 
had to spend, taking into consider- 
atien the arrangement of the asy- 
lum. If so he would like to have 
him inform the Board how it could 
be done. Bergstein thought there 
were many patients who could be 


trusted, and that they should be al-| 
lowell every privilege; that a pa-; 


tient suffering from insanity should 
be treated as a reasonable being, 
and not as wild beasts or criminals. 
He said that if a patient were shown 
that he was trusted and that the 
attendants had confidence in him 
and would trust him, he seldom be- 
trayed that confidence, and cited 
the case of Pat Muilin, who wanted 
to gooutside.
